The city board of trustees met in 
regular session in the city hall last 
Monday evening. 

A communication was received from 
the Crocker Estate Co. offering to fur¬ 
nish the city with 5000 eucalyptus 
trees at the rate of one cent each. The 
city having already ordered the trees 
elsewhere, the communication was 
ordered filed, and the clerk directed 
to inform the Crocker Estate Co. to 
that effect. 

Communications received from the 
8an h rancisco Chamber of Commerce 
and Mayor Rolph in reference to a 
state highway along the bay shore 
from Han Francisco to this city were 
ordered filed. 

A communication was received from 
Geo. H. Chapman in reference to a re¬ 
fund of taxes to Dominick tilaish on 
account of double taxation on a piece 
of property owned by him. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Holston, the re¬ 
fund was ordered. 

The same action was taken for the 
same reason on property owned by the 
Leroy Hough estate. 

An application for the South San 
Francisco Railroad and Power Co. for 
a franchise for street railroad on Wal¬ 
ker, Swift and Grand avenues was 
received and action postponed until 
an adjourned meeting of the noard 
on the following Thursday evening. 

City Clerk Smith presented the 
following monthly report: Cash on 
hand January 1, 1913,$2714. Receipts 
during month—Liquor licenses, Sii—17.- 
50; peddler’s licenses, $.'50; recorder’s 
court, $55; city taxes, $4.70; interest 
on deposits, $5.70; total, $2312.90. 
Grand total, $5026.90. Expenditures 
as per warrants drawn, $683.61). Cash 
on hand on Jan. 31, 11)13, $4343,01. 

The treasurer and marshal’s reports 
were the same. The recorder re¬ 
ported five misdemeanor cases dur¬ 
ing February and two civil cases. 
Fines collected, $20, 

Poundmaster Quinn reported he 
had impounded stock from January 
16th to 31st, as follows: Cows, 13; 
heifers, 6; goats, 5; horses, 11. Total, 
35. 

All the reports were accepted and 
ordered tiled.

Trustee Holston suggested that some 
public sanitary drinking fountains be 
placed at one or two street corners in 
this city.

A resolution was adopted rescinding 
a former action of the board in adopt¬ 
ing a resolution ordering the improve¬ 
ment of Division street and a portion 
of Armour avenue. 

A resolution of intention to improve 
Division street and portions of Miller, 
Lux, Pine California and Armour 
avenues adopted, and specifications for 
paving those streets with oil maca¬ 
dam, with concrete gutters and curbs 
and artificial cement sidewalks were 
adopted.

BILL TO PREVENT 
PRIZE FIGHTING 

Assemblyman Henry Ward Brown’s 
prize fight bill has made its appear¬ 
ance in the assembly, and it is up to 
the advance notices it received for be¬ 
ing a piece of legislative literature. 
Here are some of the things Brown 
provides for and provides against in 
his bill: 

Prohibits all prize fights; makes 
violations of the prohibition a felony, 
punishable by a fine of not less than 
$1000, not more than $5000, or from one 
to five years imprisionment, or both. 

That is only a starter. Here is more: 

The first applies to men engaged in 
a prize fight. There is a provision 
holding the owner, tenant or party in 
control of a building in which a prize 
fight is held responsible also. The 
bill makes it a felony for the owner, 
proprietor or person in charge of a 
building to allow it to lie used for a 
prize fight. 

Retting is prohibited on prize lights, 
whether held in this stale or out of it.

It would be a misdemeanor to place a 
bet, if the bill passes. 

The bill also prohibits fighters go¬ 
ing out of the state to fight. It pro¬ 
hibits them training in California for 
a fight to lie held in some other stale. 

It makes every judge, sheriff, con¬ 
stable, justice of the peace and all 
other peace officers and court officers 
who have knowledge of a light to lake 
steps to stop it. Thus judges and 
sheriffs cannot attend fights. They 
would be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
forfeit their offices as well. 

If a man goes to a prizefight volun¬ 
tarily he will be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor under the proposed law. 

A prizefight is defined as a bout be¬ 
tween men for a bet, a wager, with or 
without gloves. It puts the burden 
on the man who lights to prove that 
he is not engaged in a prize light. 

The bill is designed to stop prize 
lights, and in its present form, if pass¬ 
ed and inforced, it would stop almost 
anything.

NUCLEUS OF TOWN WELFARE 


It Can Be Used as a Social Center and 
Made to Extend Its Activities In Co- i 
operation With Other Municipal De- | 
partments. 

A city plau exhibition now occupies 
several large rooms in the Free Public 
Library building of Newark, N. J. The 
rooms were made readv, the articles 
classified anil hung and about 200 la¬ 
bels printed on a hand press by assist¬ 
ants In the library. This exhibition 
contains no pictures or drawings ot I 
civic centers, plazas, parks, water ’ 
fronts or other beauty spots for New¬ 
ark or any other city The city plau 
commission, which supplied most of , 
the material, confined itself to the | 
study of such homely facts as may 
help them to reach wise answers to 
the question. “How shall we make 
Newark a more efficient city?” 

Several departments of the city gov 
eminent at the library’s suggestion 
have contributed to the exhibit and 
sent material to illustrate their own 
work and to show how closely their 
severnl activities are allied to the plan 
of making a more efficient city. 

If a public library may extend its 
activities beyond the field of book pur 
chase, hook storing and book distribu¬ 
tion, then it becomes at once an insti¬ 
tution particularly well fitted to co-op¬ 
erate with any or all of the depart 
meats of its city. 

In tlie last ten years the modern 
American free public library has prov- j 
ed, not in one city only, but in a score, 
and not in one town only, but in hun¬ 
dreds, a much more valuable institu¬ 
tion than even those responsible for its 
development anticipated. Time and 
again it has happened that a communi¬ 
ty, stirred a little by a few enthusiasts, 
has rather languidly voted to take upon 
itself the burden of maintaining a pub-

Then it has added to its li¬ 
brary equipment a librarian of enthusi i 
asm, skill and knowledge. And then 
in a few years, the town discovered 
that it acquired a vigorous and power¬ 
ful agency for the promotion of general 
welfare. 

The library’s administration Is usu¬ 
ally without any partisan feeling what¬ 
ever. It concerns itself with govern¬ 
ment and city improvements, health, 1 
water supply, schools and scores of 
other things, because it makes it its 
business to gather on these subjects 
ttie latest and best information the 
world cau offer. Oil all these topics.; 
as well as on literature, history, sci¬ 
ence. philosophy and the tine arts, it 
furnishes information in books, jour¬ 
nals iiud pamphlets through schools, po¬ 
lice and fire stations, churches, stores, 
the pay envelopes of workmen iu fac 
tories and many other agencies. 

The general public almost always 
thinks of its library in terms of litera¬ 
ture and rarely in terms of commerce 
and industry. But the time is rapidly 
approaching when the public library ot 
a great city, while not losing in effec¬ 
tiveness in the academic field, will 
take over to itself, either directly or 
through efficient co-operation, much of 
tbe work now done by municipal li¬ 
braries and by special libraries like 
those of bauks, factories, insurance

This amendment, if adopted by 
the legislature and ratified by volers of 
the state, would permit ban Francisco 
to extend her boundaues to the south 
and join with all ora part of ban Mateo 
county, as the citizens of this city and 
ol that county may determine. The 
amendment would be an enabling act, 
neither coercive nor obligatory. It 
would not apply to any other county 
than ban Mateo, and so it should not 
meet the transbay opposition which 
was aroused by the “Greater ban Fran¬ 
cisco” amendment defeated by the 
voters at the last election. 

Geographically, ban Francisco and 
ban Mateo are in close union, and 
with the completion of the Twin 
Peaks tunnel the union will be closer. 
Intact, in the matter of transporta¬ 
tion, which is the criterion of subur¬ 
ban neighborliness, the ocean shore 
district ol ban AJateo county is more a 
Part of ban Francisco thal it is of the 
bay shore district of its own county.

BILL PROVIDING 
FOR A GREATER 
SAN FRANCISCO 

■ 

Senator Finn introduced a constitu¬ 
tional amendment in tire legislature 
last Tuesday which provides that aj 
portion of San Mateo county may be 
consolidated with San Francisco by 
the majority votes of the qualified elec¬ 
tors of each of the two counties. If j 
one or more incorporated cities or 
towns be included in the territory j 
sought to be consolidated with San 
Francisco the affirmative majority 
vote of each of such towns is made j 
necessary to ratification of the propo¬ 
sition. 

If more than one-half ^of San Mateo ; 
county is consolidated with San Fran- ; 
cisco the electors of all the consolidat- j 
ed territory are authorized to adopt a | 
new freeholders’ charter providing for 
a borough system of municipal gov¬ 
ernment. 

In the event of consolidation the San 
Francisco charter shall not apply to 
the government of the annexed ter¬ 
ritory. The San Mateo county govern¬ 
ment and the existing governments of 
the several incorporated* municipali¬ 
ties shall prevail until the new free-' 
holders’ charter is adopted. 

Consolidation as proposed by the 
Finn amendment does not involve 
saddling the annexed territory with 
the existing debts of San Francisco. 
The annexed portions of San jjMateo 
county shall be liable for their just 
proportion of the existing San Mateo 
county indebtedness and be entitled 
to their proportionate share of their 
county’s property. 

If approved by the legislature, the 
Finn amendment will be submitted to 
the electors of the slate at the general 
election in 1914. Thereafter, if it shall 
be ratified by the people, the supervis- j 
ors of San Francisco and San Mateo 
may provide for the submission of a 
consolidation proposition to the voters 
of the two counties at special elections. 

The amendment guards against j 
every element of coercion. The con- I 
solidation can not be effected without 
the majority vote of all the San Mateo I 
county electors participating in the 
election. It cannot be effected if the 
proposition fails to receive a majority 
vote in any incorporated town or city 
in the territory sought to be annexed. 
Nor can it be effected without the ap¬ 
proval of a majority of the San Fran¬ 
cisco vote. I

MARSHALL BLACK 
GETSJN YEARS 

Confession to All Indictments 
Fails to Save Frauder 

Marshall Black, former State Sen 
ator from the Twenty-eighth District,! 
was sentenced to terms of seven, two 
and one years in San Quentin Prison 
on three indictments charging embez¬ 
zlement from the Palo Alto Mutual 
Building & Loan Association, of w r hich j 
he was secretary, and which he had 
built up from a struggling, almost 
bankrupt corporation, to a concern 
rated at nearly three-quarters of a 
million dollars. With credits, Black 
will be able to leave the penitentiary 
in seven years and three months. 
Judge J. E. Richards of San Jose, who 
received Black’s plea of guilty, passed 
the sentence. 

The courtroom was crowded during 
the scene. Every seat was taken and 
the aisles were crowded to suffoca¬ 
tion when Bailiff Shirley rapped for 
order. Black was called to the wit-! 
ness chair by Judge Richards, who 
proceeded to ask the usual questions 
before passing sentence. Black then 
took his seat, and the Judge asked it 
he had anything to say in his own be- 1 
half before passing of sentence. 

Black rose thoughtfully. He stood 
facing the .Judge in a position close 
to the bench. His half-expected dis¬ 
sertation on the religious considera¬ 
tions which had prompted his changed 
plea, were not forthcoming, but he 
made a straightforward, manly appeal 
to the Judge in a quiet, composed i 
voice. He said that Mrs. Black had ! 
decided, before him, that the proper 
course would be to plead guilty and 
accept whatever punishment the Court 
saw fit to inflict; that he had given 
up everything, including his home, 
which sheltered his wife and children, 
in the effort to make restitution. 

In passing sentence, Judge Richards 
said that he had received a letter from 
Mrs. Black in which she capitulated 
most of the arguments of Black and 
his attorney and that the letter was 
much in the mind and heart of the j 
Court in passing sentence. He said I 
that the Court had no direct evidence 
against the defendant as to the j 
amounts taken, but that a large sum 
had been disappropriated. 

Black showed no visible emotion 
when sentence was pronounced. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


The London Express says that the 
whole Cabinet was set sneezing re- 
ceiitly by the simultaneous receipt by 
each minister at the House of Com¬ 
mons of suffragette letters containing 
red pepper.

i\ew YorK since early In January, were | 
i ejected by representatives of the In 
ternational Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union and of the workers in the boys’ 
clothing trade. Both agreements ten¬ 
tatively provided for increases of 10 
per cent in wages and shorter hours. 

Three women suffrage leaders pre- i 
sented to President Taft their request { 
for a guard of soldiers, sailors and 
marines for their big parade in Wash¬ 
ington on March 3, and the granting 
of a half holiday to women employes 
in the Government departments who 
may wish to make the march to the 
Capitol. The President promised to 
discuss the question with his cabinet. 

“Loan sharks” in Washington cred¬ 
ited with doing an enormous business 
among Government clerks, received a ] 
blow when President Taft signed the 
“loan shark” bill, limiting their charges | 
and also those of pawnbrokers to one 
per cent a month. Passage of the 
bill had been fought for years in Con¬ 
gress, and the money lenders appealed 
personally to the President to veto 
it. 

Dr. Mary Walker, suffragist and wo¬ 
man’s rights agitator, was arrested by 
a policeman on the South Side in Chi¬ 
cago because she was dressed in mas¬ 
culine clothing, which she has worn 
for many years. In the police station 
Dr. Walker exhibited permission, said 
to be from the United States Con¬ 
gress, for her to wear “men's trous¬ 
ers.” She was then allowed to depart. 
No charge was entered against her. 

Mr. and Mrs. Finley J. Shepard and 
the Duke and Duchess de Talleyrand, 
with their young son, were among the 
passengers who left New York on the 
steamer Kronprinzessin Cecilie. Many 
flowers greeted Mr. and Mrs. Shepard 
on board, as they started on their 
honeymoon of several months in Eu¬ 
rope and Egypt. Shepard said he and 
Mrs. Shepard would be away until 
next May and expected to take a trip 
up the Nile. 

The Union Presbyterian Church, in 
West Philadelphia, was sold at Sher¬ 
iff’s sale recently to satisfy a judg¬ 
ment obtained by Rev. Alexander Wad¬ 
dell, a former pastor, for back salary 
amounting to $6,S00. The property, 
after lively bidding, was sold for $7,- 
750, subject to mortgages amounting 
to $11,600. The purchaser, whose 
name was not divulged by his attor¬ 
ney, is said to be a member of the 
church, who will arrange for the con¬ 
gregation to continue in possession. 
The edifice was erected five years ago 
at an expenditure of $31,000. 

Owing to apprehension of a possible 
war, gold, which is now at 20 cents 
premium on $ 100 , has almost entirely 
disappeared from circulation in 
France. The only places in Paris 
where gold can now he obtained are 
the Paris branches of American banks. 
The French banks refuse to hand even 
one 20-franc piece to their customers. 
The hoarding of gold has been in pro¬ 
gress for three months. For two or 
three days recently, when peace in 
the Ralkans seemed likely, a few gold 
pieces began to reappear in circula¬ 
tion, but these have once more van¬ 
ished. 

With approximately 160,000 pennies 
contributed, Captain R. S. Sheridan, 
C. O. Broxon and A. R. Cruzen paid 
their fines of $500 each, assessed by 
the Idaho Supreme Court in contempt 
cases resulting from publications in 
the Boise Capital News of a decision 
of the Supreme Court barring Progres¬ 
sive Electors from the ballot. Con¬ 
tributions came from every State in 
the Union and Canada. Missouri sent 
the largest number of contributions, 
with Pennsylvania second. The pen¬ 
nies were taken in a dray from the 
r.ewspayer offices to a bank, and the 
fines then paid by checks. 


With a Sense of Humor. 

Authors with enough real sense of 
humor to tell good stories on them¬ 
selves are rare, hut Luther Munday, 
journalist and world wanderer, bus 
that quality. In his volume of mem¬ 
oirs. "A Chronicle of Friendships,” he 
tells on himself the following yurn: 

“From time to time, after the man¬ 
ner of weaklings. 1 fancied myself a 
little at writing sonnets, notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact that 1 had had one snub¬ 
bing from Yates, the editor of the 
London World. ’Twenty years have 
passed,’ said 1. ‘and 1 may have im¬ 
proved.' So I sent up to Sir Jumes 
Knowles this time my sonnet called 
•Why Do 1 Live?’ Ilis reply was. ‘You 
live, dear Munday, because you sent

LEGISLATURE CLOSED GARBAGE LEFT ON 
FOR THIRTY DAYS PIEDMONT STREETS 


First Half of Bifurcated Sessiuii j 
Ends Wit!) Record of Bills 

It was 12 o’clock (noon) by the j 
clocks in the Senate and in tin; As- I 
sembly when the first period of the 
Fortieth Session of the California Les- i 
Mature came to a close, February 4, i 
hut it was late in the afternoon by | 
all other chronometers when the 
solons adjourned for the Constitutional 
recess. From now until noon of March 
10, the people of California are sup¬ 
posed to have the opportunity of ex¬ 
amining the legislation initiated at 
this period. The people of California 
have a big job ahead of them. 

When time was called, 2,019 hills 
had been introduced in the Assembly 
and 1,717 hills had been presented in 
the Senate. I'n the Assembly alone, 
SO amendments to the State Constitu¬ 
tion have been proposed and morel 
than haft that many in the Senate. 

While no resolution providing for 
the submission of a Constitutional 
amendment election lias been adopted 
at this period of the Legislature, the I 
great mass of proposed changes in the ; 
organic law of the State make it ap- I 
parent that a special election to vote 
upon tiie amendments will have 
to be called soon after the Legislature 
takes its final adjournment. The ne¬ 
cessity for voting upon the amend¬ 
ments which wiil make it possible for 
San Francisco to amend her charter 
without ratification by the Legislature, 
is apparent to many members of tne 
Assembly and Senate. 

The chief cause for delay in the 
closing hours of the first Legislative 
period was caused by the addition of 
a series of joint resolutions by the 
Assembly, indorsing matters before 
the Congress of tiie United States. 
It was necessary to enroll these reso- j 
lutions before the House could ad 
journ, holding hack members who' 
wished to get home. 

By almost unanimous vote, the As¬ 
sembly decided against using prison 
made desks in the House. The resolu¬ 
tion t» purchase several thousand dol¬ 
lars’ worth of new furniture, to he 
manufactured in San Quentin, was 
voted down, after a heated debate. 

Then several of the members 
wrapped the American flag around 
them oratorically and got rid of some 
pent-up oratory. The Senate has al 
ready ordered its new furniture.

attorney Begs City Council to 
Accept Settlement 

Piedmont’s continued refusal to pay 
the City of Oakland the small sum of 
$75, resulted disastrously, inasmuch as 
for the past several days, long lines 
of garbage wagons hearing odoriferous 
loads, have lined the streets of the 
aristocratic little city, because of the 
activity of Perry F. Brown, Oakland’s 
City Engineer. 

James A. Ballentyne, attorney for 
the hillside city, appeared before the 
Oakland Council and pleaded with that 
body to accept the esired $75. The 
money was reluctantly accepted and 
Piedmont may now have its garbage 
disposed of. 

The Council, several weeks ago, 
adopted a resolution decreeing that if 
Piedmont did not pay Oakland $2,000 
for two years’ use of Oakland’s sewage 
system, and $75 for the disposal of 
garbage at the Broadway wharf, hv 
February 1, Oakland’s officials would 
not permit of tiie further disposal ol 
the garbage. 

Piedmont paid no attention to the 
resolution, and last Saturday the 
heavily loaded garbage wagons were 
sent back to the hillside city, wilh 
instructions to remain there until 
further notice. It, was then that Bal- 
lentyne began to get busy. He fran¬ 
tically appealed to City Auditor Gross 
to accept $75. Gross refused it. Tiie 
garbage remained on Piedmont’s 
streets. 

After an argument with the Coun¬ 
cil, in which the merits of the claim 
for sewer services were discussed, the 
city officials finally accepted the $75 
and agreed to permit of the disposal 
of the garbage.

Delightful Washington Birthday Affair 
Entailing Slight Expense. 

The grownups on Feb. 22 may have 
a few friends in for an informal dinner, 
and with an attractively decorated ta¬ 
ble. reading or telling a few Washing 
ton tales and singing one or two na¬ 
tional songs their Washington birthday 
celebration will be remem laired.

WEATHER FORECAST 

Santa Clara Priest Predicts Another 
Deficiency of Rain. 

Father Ricard of the University of 
Santa Clara gave out the following: 

“The forty-two-day forecast made 
last December has proved a great suc-^ 
cess. Dates for the arrival of disturb¬ 
ances were January 3rd, 7th, 8th, 10th. 
15th, 20th, 22nd and 28th. The dis- j 
turbances arrived January 3rd, 7th, 
8th, 10th, 16th, 20th, 23rd and 2Sth. < 

“The forecast for February and 
March includes the following stormy 
periods: February 3rd to 7th. 10th to 
13th, 16th to 20th, 22nd to 28th, and 
February 6th to 9th, ltth to 15th, ISth 
to 24th, 25th to 29th. 

“March 1st to 6th, 8th to 12th, 15th 
to 18th, 21st to 24th, and March 4th to 
7th, 9th to 14th, 16th to 21st, 23rd to 
28th. 

“The first set is most likely to af¬ 
fect the south. The second is most 
likely to run east directly. There will 
again be a deficiency of rain. Farmers 
Humid lose no time in planting their 
crops.” 


Reports from the front, state the 
fortress of Adrianople is being sub¬ 
jected to a terrible bombardment. Tne 
Turkish garrison remains on the de¬ 
fensive and the fortress replies only 
feebly to the Bulgarian bombardment 
and apparently no attempt has been 
made in the way of a sortie. 

The bombardment of the forts 
around Adrianople was begun by the 
Bulgarians and Servians surrounding 
the city to the number of over 100,- 
000. Almost at the moment of the 
conclusion of the armistice, siege guns 
and field guns from various points 
commanding the forts, opened fire. 
Not even the residential portion of the 
i city was spared. 

There is considerable difference of 
i opinion as to how long the fortress 
will be able to hold out. One dispatch 
from Mustapha Pasha which reported 
i that the heavy cannonade continued 
throughout the night, concluded with 
the prophecy made by the Bulgarian 
I staff that two weeks would suffice for 
the besiegers to force the Turks to 
| capitulate. Military men, however, who 
j know something about the several 
lines of forts which form the defense 
of Adrianople, look for a prolonged 
; defense. 

This opinion apparently prevails 
within Adrianople itself. Otherwise, 
the foreign consuls there would not 
have considered it necessary to ask 
i their embassadors to secure an escort 
for the foreign residents of the city 
who desire to pass through the lines. 

Shukri Pasha, the Turkish com¬ 
mander, who is defending Adrianople, 
has declared that he will not sur¬ 
render the fortress until the last of 
his soldiers has been killed. 

' While there have been some deser¬ 
tions from the ranks of the garrison, 
these have been chiefly Christian sol¬ 
diers, serving with Turkish regiments. 
Shukri Pasha still has some 40,000 
men, a number of which is considered 
quite sufficient to man the forts and 
hold at bay the much greater besieg¬ 
ing force. 

The Turkish newspaper, Tanin, as¬ 
serts that Adrianople has sufficient 
provisions for four months, and other 
Turkish reports declare that the fort¬ 
ress certainly will be able to hold out 
for several weeks. 

The Bulgarians are said to have 
500,000 men in the province of Thrac, 
with 45,000 Servian soldiers and per¬ 
haps a few divisions of Greeks assist¬ 
ing them. The greater part of this 
force, however, is compelled to remain 
in front of Tchatalje and at Gallipoli 
in order to hold the Turkish armies 
concentrated at those places. 

The Ottoman army at Tchatalja has 
greatly improved during the armistice. 
The soldiers are better armed than 
they were, sickness among them has 
diminished, supplies have been 
brought up in great quantities and 
fresh troops now man the string of 
powerful forts. 

The great drawbacks to the success 
of the Turks are the political quar¬ 
rels among the Ottoman officers, j 
which must tend to determine the 
efficiency of the army.
